.exclusively feminine audlonce. 
1 "They don't want to be fooled." he said. 
;"They sit there cold-bloodedly and try to see 
'how the trick Is done. With an audience of 
men I can raise a cigarette to my lips with 
my right hand and make three moves with 
my left while I'm taking one puff. But thi 
women Just sit and staro at my left hnnd." 

How this, we contend, is a great and tunda- 
mental truth which Is true in politics ns we! 
as magic. Politicians have ignored It since 
the 19th amendment was passed. But the fact 
remains that women In general don't want to 
be fooled. 

They don't go for smoke screens. The old 
mumbo-Jumbo of name-calling and half 
truths and pious prote.<itatlonB. which was old 
stuff when Andy Jackson IItrI went to tho 
hustings, doesn't confuse or divert the ladies 
worth a darn. They're inclined to keep their 
eye on the hand ■that's doing the irlck and 
' nore the capc-swlshlng. 

The trouble is that mon (including poll 
tlclans) let themselves be fooled by women 
as well Bs.by magicians. They're- Inclined to 
dismiss women's political choices as another 
example ot womanly Intuition. They forget 
that, on occasion this Intuition Is a matter of 
deciding on the basis of fundamentals, while 
the men are mistaking their own absorption 
In the political .ildeshow for deep-dish think- 
ing. 

They also tend to confuse a diplomatic si- 
lence, maintained In the Interest of domestic 
trantiulllty, with a wifely submission to the 
lord and master's suggestions on haw to vote 

The moral of this highly generalized ser' 
irion Is pretty obvious: Let tho next batch of 
candidates woo tho feminine voter by stick' 
Ing to the Issues and the record and laying 
off the red herrings and rabbits pulled out of 
the hat. The candidates who do It best may 
find themselves elected. 

And In doing so they may raise political 
campaigning to the adult level on which it 
belongs.
